The epidemic is spreading to 
the center of the city. Deaths took 
place close to the Austro-Hungarian 
Embassy. Three deaths occurred 
among employés of one of the best- 
known hotels, and it is also reported 
that cholera has broken out among the 
dock workers and soldiers at Cronstadt, 
as well as at Schiusselberg.

KILLS IOWA MULCT LAW. 


Judge McPherson of the United States 
Circuit Court Declares it 
Illegal.

DAVENPORT, (lowa) Sept. 19.—According iw 
a decision rendered yesterday by Judge Smitn 
McPherson of the United States Circuit 
Court, the Iowa mulct law system, under 
which saloons are now operating, is illegal. 

Judge McPherson further declares the lowa 
muict law is @ no licénse system, and that 
there has been a no license system in lowa 
for the last quarter of @ century, and for 
that :ength of time there has never been @ 
lawful sale of liquor as a beverage within the 
State of Iowa. He further heids that no 
persom any circumstances can lawfully 
se!| liguor as a beverage in lowa. 

The decision was made in a suit of the 
United Breweries Company of Chicago: versus 
the Civte Federation of Davenport. The com- 
plainants charged the federation with a con- 
epiracy, and sought to enjoin them from 
abating property on which a saloon had been 
closed. Judge McPherson denied the applt- 
cation for a writ of tnjunetion. 

Under the mulct law, lowe saloonkeepers 
have been paying $609 annually as a tax with 
the understanding that it legalised their sale 
of intoxicating liquors and gave them relief 
from the old prohibitory law, which is still 
on. the statute books

HEINZE STRUGGLES 
FOR COPPER CROWN. 


HEN F. Augustus Heinze passed 
W unser the golden extinguisher of 

“System” in the Wall-street 
crash of last fall and there and then 
ceased to be a factor in the metropoll- 
tan banking world, it was widely pre- 
dicted that a _  thirty-eight-year-old, 
copper-riveted Napoleon had met his 
final Waterloo and that he would never 
“come back.” 
I knew Heinze twelve years ago 
when he was standing off the Amailga- 
tated in Butte with one hand and 
taking valuable land grants from the 
Canadian government with the other, 
and, from what I gleaned of his char- 
acter then, I was led to belleve that he 
must indeed have changed if he would 
docilely succumb to the really only 
serious setback of his spectacular 
career. 
That he was out of place in Wall 
street is generally conceded—not be- 
cause he was not smart enough to 
achieve success, but because he had 
antagonized the greatest and most 
cold-bloodedly revengeful financial in- 
terests of the world and because those 
interests had sworn to wipe out aa 
intrepid geniug who had dared to meet

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them at their own game and bieed 
them to the tune of many millions 
that they, in turn, had filched from 
others. Unless Heinze is the same man 
only in name his future success will be 
equal to, perhaps greater than, that 
which he enjoyed before he felt the 
cold steel of the System's lamb shears. 
In the hour of cis bitter defeat he 
has behaved like the true “sport” he 
is, and, smilingly acknowledging that 
one jackpot in life’s game of poker has 
gone to a better player, is again shuf- 
filing the cards far a new deal. He will 
come back to the West for his second 
stack of chips, and, if I am any judge 
of mining property, he will soon be 
able to call all bluffs in the same old 
way and raise the limit to the roof 
once more. 

Mining men throughout the country 
have always wondered by what influ- 
ence Heinze was lured to Wall street 
and thereby made to play directly into 
the hands of the enemies he had made 
by his success.

This 
belief is shared by those who are 
closest to him, and, In fact, at the time 
of the crash, Jim Breen, the smelter 
man, with characteristic wit, tele- 
graphed Heinze: “Kill Otto, chloroform 

ur and come back West.”’ 
HIS UTAH ASSETS. 

There is no question that Helnze 
possesses the necessary basis for. tre- 
mendous success, and, if he plays his 
cards well) it will not be many years 
before he is again a great or in the 
copper world. To my mind the only 
element lacking is the ald of such a 
man as John Macginnigs, one of the 
best fellows that ever lived, an inde- 
fatigible worker, a man of brains and 
one to whom a great portion of 
Heinze’s former success is directly due. 
Since those stirring days of the great 
fight agamst Amalgamated in Butte. 
Macginniss has served two terms as 
Mayor of the city and is now president 
of a prosperous bank which he pulled 
through the panic with flying colors 
in spite of the incubus of Heinze's con- 
nection. If the latter may again com- 
and far-sighted co- 
operation, or can éven secure the serv- 
ices of another half as capable, he will 
surely win out In his second fight for 
powerful fortune.

WORK WHILE YOU 


FOUR BURNED BY OIL. 
Explosion on Ship at San Pedro Results 
in Painful Injuries to Officers and 
Longshoremen. 

Four victims of an oll explosion tn 
the storage room of lumber ship Sa. 
Gabriel, at San Fedro vesterday morn- 
ing, are resting easy at the Angelus 
Hospital. The surgeons say the men 
will recover. 
The explosion threw burning oll ail 
over the shin and fairly deluged Hans. 
Olsen, chief engineer; Peter Kendall, 
fret officer, and Fritz Johnson and Ai- 
fred Siegel, longshoremen. 

Tie officers were superintending the 
storing of oil to be used as fuel. The 
oil was shooting through a flume intu 
the storage tank of the ship when, 
with a roar. the tank blew up. 

For thirty feet or more in every dl- 
rection the turning liquid spattered. 
Olsen, on fire from head to foot, saved 
his life Pry jumping overboard. He 
swam some distance from the ship be- 
fore he was dragged from the water. 
He is the most seriously injivred ard 
prohably will be disfigured for lifa. 

Kendall was badly burned about the 
face, neck and hands, but managed 
to boat out the fire. 

The longshoremen were burned about 
their heads and bodies. Immed ately 
following the explosion the injured 
men came running from below and 
rolled about on the deck, trying to put 
out the fire. Their shipmates went 
to the rescue and carried the tnjured 
ones to shore, while others of the crew 
put out the fire that was eating its 
way through the deck. 

The San Gabriel is owned hy the 
Kerckhoff-Cuzner Mill and Lumber 
Company of San Pedro and was wun- 
loading at the company wharf when 
the explosion occurred. The vessel 
will be towed to dry dock for an in- 
spection as to the extent of the dam- 
ace.

DISSATISFIED. 


RITICISMS OF 
ASSESSMENTS. 


SOME UPLAND CITIZENS THINK 
THEM TOO LOw. 


It Is Said That Only About One- 
third of Real Valuation of City 
Property Appears on Rolls—Colony 


Worried by Prevalence of Typhoid 
Fever. 


UPLAND, Sept. 19.—Owing to the 
low assessment levied upon taxable 
Property in this city, the total amount 
upon which taxes can be collected foots 
up only $629,915. The Trustees have 
fixed the rate for the year at $1.25—- 
76 cents for the general fund and 50 
cents for road improvement indebted- 
ness.

nty, the failure of the county bond 
isshe to carry. The fact that Upland 
has also issued some $30,000 in school 
bonds is thought by many to have 
influenced, in some degree, the ioca! 
vote on the issue proposed by the coun- 
ty. Another factor which entered into 
the defeat of the bonds in this county, 
it is said, was a knowledge of the 
action taken by the three Supervisors 
of Los Angeles county in the private 
sale of the bonds of that county. Many 
of the voters seem to fear some such 
practice, in this county, in case the 
bonds carried. 

TYPHOID PREVALENT.

NEW SCHOOLS WERE CUT OUT 
DIVERSION OF SPECIAL TAX FUND. 
City Auditor and Council Make Aston ishing Discovery That 


School Department Improperly Spent Over Fifty Thou- 
sand ‘Dollars Raised by Vote of Taxpayers for 


Building New 


ITY AUDITOR MUSHET and the Finance Committee of the Council have discovered that the school management diverted last year $52,000 
from the special fund raised at a special election for new buildings ani improperly used it for current expenses. 
The Board of Education has decided to “economize” this year by r aising the salary of Superintendent Moore and closing the night schools. 


The Council is protesting and may open night schools independently of the Board of Education. 


There is a discrepancy of seventy teachers between the number actually employed in the public schools, as shown by a report of Assistant Super- 
intendent Monlux, and the number which appears on the pay roll. $70,000 is involved. An investigation has been started.

This fund was created by a special 
election held in Los Angeles schoo! «is- 
trict on August 11, 1907, te raise money 
for, “new buildings, property and fur- 
nishings.”” A special tax levy of 12 
cents was authorized; this raised $230,- 
00 for the new building fund. 

Apparertly the City Auditor and his 
assietants have reached an early solu- 
tion of the question: “Why did Super- 
intendent Moore try to keep these ac- 
counts secret and deny access to them 
te the Auditor?” 

W. A. Palethorpe, a certified account- 
ant emplcyed by the city, discovered 
the first traces of this raid on the bulld- 
ing fund while checking up the annual 
statement of the Board of Education 
for the last fiscal year. Denied access 
to the records in the mpoms of the 
Board of Edjucation, Be went to the 
County Auditor and Superintendent of 
Schools. 

In checking over the accounts there 
he discovered that more than $50,000 
had been drawn from the specially 
created building fund and applied to 
operating expenses. 

In the course of the investigation it 
has developed that the book-keeper in 
the office of the Board of Education 
declined to enter the current expense 
bills against the building fund. 

Then an order came from the Super- 
intendent backed by that square busi- 
ness man, Chairman Frank of the Fi- 
nance Committee, and the entries were 
made under protest. 

Here are the current expense items 
which the book-keeper was compelled 
to enter against the building fund:

erect or equip new ones.

It fs now apparent that the new 
schools which the people were prom- 
ised, when they voted that special tax, 
will never be built unless another spe- 
cial tax is voted, and a detachment 
of taxpayers armed with gatilng guns 
is placed on* guard to prevent misap- 


propriation. 
The case is a paralle! to that of 
three years ago, wihtan the Council 


raised $250,000 by a special tax to meet 
interest and sinking fund payments 
on bonds, and used the money for cur- 
rent expenses. 

SERIOUS OFFENSE. 

“If that money had been taken from 
a bond fund jhe school management 
would be liable for prosecution on a fe}- 
ony charge,” said City Auditor Mushe¢ 
yesterday afternoon. “Prior to two 
years ago the building fund was a bond 
fund. Since then the Board of Edu- 
cation had the account transferred 
from the city to the Los Angeles 
school district, to take it out of the 
hands of the Council, and raised the 
first installment of the money by a 
specini tax authorized at a special 
election. 

“The principle involved is just the 
same, whether the money to pay,the 
debt is raised in one year or in forty 
years. 

‘That money was voted and assessed 
by a special tax for a specific purpose, 
to erect and equip new buildings. To 
use it for any other purpose is a mis- 
aprropriation of public funds. 

“It is just the same as though the 
directors of a corporation induced the 
stockholders to authorize an aassess- 
ment on the stock to pay off a note, 
and then used the money to pay their 
own salaries.” 

DISAPPOINTED TAXPAYERS. 

Coming on top of the closing of the 
night schools, this has caused a pro- 
found sensation in municipal circles. 

The new school building for Maren- 
go Heights, which was squandered in 
“foolish finance” policies last year, 
would have accommodated 300 pupils.

BREACH OF TRUST.

‘The special election 
was called for the express purpose of 
creating a building fund which was to 
be separate and part from the main- 
tenance fund, just as the bond funds 
are kept separate. 

“To use that money for current ex- 
pense Was a breach of public trust. The 
people have a right to demand that the 
school beard put that money back, and 
it is the duty of the board to find a 
way to return it without closing the 
schools. 

“If the board can take that $52,000 it 
can take the rest of the fund and we 
will get no schools at all.” 

Councilman Blanchard declines to be- 
Heve that the act of the board in di- 
verting the money of the bullding fund 
is legal. He thinks that a way will be 
found to compel the board to put the 
money back.

YANIDE DOSE 
BAD FOR ANTS. 


POISON SPRAY DESTRUCTIVE TO 
ARGENTINE PEST. 


Agent of United States Bureau of 
Entomology, Experimenting Near 
Whittier, Hits on Simple Method of 
Exterminating the Unwelcome 
Newcomers and Others. 


After successfully experimehting at 
the government station near Whittier, 
R. 8. Woglum, special agent for the 
United States Bureau of Entomology, 
last week hit upon a process which ne 
believes will exterminate the danger- 
ous pest known as the Argentine ant. 

A solution of cyanide of potassium— 
an ounce to a gallon of water—sprayed 
about, will destroy the ants, says Wog- 
lum. The solution must be used with 
care, however, as it is poisonous. 

Reports received by Woglum and 
William Wood, represertative of the 
Horticultural Commission, show the 
Argentine ant has made /ts appearance 
in Southern California. The appear- 
amce of the pest has been reported from 
Azusa and other near-by points, caus 
ing the growers of*citrus fruits to send 
in plaintive appeals for assistance. 

The entomolcgist is conducting 
experiments with fumigating pro- 
cesses. While so doing he was 
compelled to take up an i  experi- 
menting station in a nelborhcod in- 
fested by ants. 

After being annoyed many weeks by 
the common red pests of Southern Cali- 


| fornia, Woglum decided to exterminate 


them. In doing so, he used a system 
which, he asserts, can be used in the 
extermination of any of the ant tribe, 
or other. 

The cyanide process kills the red 
ants by the thousands,” said Woglum., 
yesterday, “and kills them in such a 
way that I am convinced it can be suc- 
cessfully used on any of the ant tribe. 

“This Argentine pest is, according to 
the reports I have received, t most 
dangerous of the tribe of ants cause 
of the fact that it carries away certain 
scale, deadly to citrus and other tree...

IS SOLUTION, 


Problem in Walnut Bleach- 


ing Is Settled. 


Process Will Help Growers 


to Hold Prices. 


‘Associations Will 
Patent Fight. 


Because of the success of the new 
process for bleaching walnuts, prac- 
tically all the growers in Southern 
California will adopt it and discard ‘the 
old method, which is claimed to be an 
infringement of a patent owned by 
the Anderson-Barngrower Manufactur- 
ing Company of San José. Though this 
concern will not openly admit it, there 
seéms reason to believe that the dozen 
or more suits now pe in the 
United States Circuit Court be set- 
tled outside. 

During the last six or 
walnut growers have been 


ing nuts and have at 
method which is said to work satis- 
factorily. 

“We are using a weak solution of 
common salt, which is subjected to a 
high current of electricity,” stated J. 
A. Montgomery of Rivera, secretary 
of the Walnut Growers’ Association. 
“By this process the nuts retain in- 
definitely their natural appearance and 
will keep well. I think that the new 
process will aid in the wider sale of our 
crop, for dealers will soon find out that 
the nuts keep perfectly and that the 
desired color is obtained without the 
use of strong chemicals.” 

When asked what 
covery of this new process 
on the patent suits, Secretary Mont- 
gomery asserted that the various as- 
sociations would contest the cases up 
to the court of lagt resort. 

“The employment of this new method 
will, of course, prevent further suits 
for infringement of patent,” he added. 
“The formula is free to all growers 
and there being no secret in the com- 
position, we believe it will prove very 
popular.” 

TWO SOLUTIONS. 

Since the discovery of the salt solu- 
tion process, it is intimated that the 
San José concern will agree to a com- 

ise of their suits, provided that a 

r settlement can be reached. The 
company will be unable to longer se- 
cure royalties for the use of its patent, 
since the growers will adopt the 
method indorsed by the association. 
The injunction suits will probably not 
be pressed, ag there no legal 
_Mecessity of enjoining an association 

from using a process that it has dis- 
carded 


When the Anderson- wer 
Manufacturing Company filed its first 
suit in the local Federal Court the 
walnut growers gener: believed it 
was a case of “biuff.” They asserted 
at the time that the San José com- 
pany was using the sult as a club to 
force the payment of royalties. In 
some individual instances small grow- 
ers did nét attempt to fight the big 
concern, but at once made 
ments to pay a stated sum for the use 
. Of the patent process, but practically 
all the Southern California associations 
Gecided to fight the cases and filed 
answerg to the complaints. 

The plaintiff based ite rights on a 
patent granted to Daniel Farrell for a 
precess for bieaching nuts. After se- 
curing « patent about nine years ago, 
_ Farrell sold his rights to the Anderson 
Prune Dipper Company. Later the 
plajntiff secured all titles and rights to 
use the process and tried to make ar- 
rangements with walinut growers to 
for its use. 

the first case was brought, 
the growers decided to resort to every 
legal expedient to prevent the plain- 
tiff from collecting damages from the 
organization. It was asserted that the 
80-Called Farrell process had been in 
use Many years before he sought a 
patent. It was a combination'of chem- 
als that bleached the nuts by the lib- 
erdtion of chiorine gas. The nuts had 
to be placed in the bath at just the 
right time in order to have the gas 
do its work properly. 

Among the associations sued were 
those of Mountain View, Saticoy, Ana- 
heim, Los Nietos, Santa Paula, Oxnard 
and individual firms. In answer to the 
complaints it was claimed that various 
Methods for. bleaching nuts similar to 
the Farrell process, had men- 
tioned in text-books and recommended 
by professors in agricultural colleges. 

As the cases began to be filed tn the 
local Circuit Court, the attention of 
patent lawyers all over the country 
was directed to the outcome of the liti- 
gation. They stated that the judgment 
would settle once for all the mooted 
question as to the right of inventors 
te patent a process, the formula of 
which was known to many scientists. 

After considerable preliminary skir- 

mishing, the firet case to be tried was 
seteerel to a special master. He later 
filed a voluminous report tn which he 
_. fixed damages at about $24,000. The 
‘| eoart adopted the report and gave 
judgment in favor of the plaintiff. 
There was no question but what the 
| process had added value to the product 
of the walnut growers. The growers 
themselves were forced to admit that 
unbleached nuts had not the market 
value of those treated by the Farrel) 
process. 

And so the successful sales of nuts 
counted against the defendants when 
it came to a question of estimating the 
damages accruing to the plaintiff. An 
appeal was taken by the defendant to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, but no 
decision has been reached, as yet. If 
unfavorable to the growers, ‘they ex- 
pect to carry the case up to the United 
States Supreme Court. If they win out 
in the Appellate Court, they will be 
in a position to compromise with the 
Anderson-Barngrower Manufacturing 
Company. 

That the litigation is important is 
shown by the yearly output of wal- 
nuts in this State. The greater part 
of the annual! crop ts raised in the four 
counties of Sdnta Barbara, Ventura, 
Los Angeles and Orange. There are a 
few small independent groves scattered 
about through the State, but the mar-

The visitor to Los Angeles, or any other city of 
California of the South, cannot fail to notice on a 
Sunday morning, that a majority of our churches 
are unequipped with bells. This is in itself a pis- 
appointment; but a greater disappointment awaits 
the stranger when upon his ears such bells as we 
have break out with a mere clangor of strident and 
ear-splitting sound—just metallic noise and the very 
anti of music. 

* The original purpose of a church bell was, of 
course, to call the faithful to prayer and the wor- 
ship of God. And there is no man who has a soul 
that ever received the slightest Christian instruc- 
tion who fails to be profoundly affected by «he sweet 
chime of a church bell in the hush and quiet of a 
Sabbath morning. It stirs within him memories 
that are the holiest, and stimulates him to good 

and reverence, even theugh he may not 
answer the cal] of the bell and join the worshipers 
at the altars of his fathers. 

But when on the man’s distressed ears there 
| clamors forth the harsh and unmusical noise of a 
bell that is nothing but an ill-made mass of iron, 
constructed with no other purpose than to create a 
din, it has only the effect of putting the man in a 
disagreeable mood, spoiling his breakfast and set- 
ting his whole being at variance with the bell, the 
church and all. 

What we need is a lot of sweet bells, chimes, soft 
musical things such as we dream swelled in luring 
cadences from the towers of Capistrano and San 
Gabriel in the days of old. Let the church authori- 
ties of all the denominations look into this subject 
of bells. They will find themselves well repaid for 
the effort. 


IXTEENTH IRRIGATION CONGRESS. 
At Albuquerque, N. M., on September 29 to 

October 10, will take place the sixteenth annual! 
meeting of the National Irrigation Congress. Look- 
ing back to the first year of the Cleveland adminis- 
tration, when the first congress met, we can see 
what these annual campaigns of education have 
done. When the scheme of education was mapped 
out and the first class met, the people as a whole 
were very little informed as to the arid West and 
its possibilities. Those who presided over these 
class meetings have generally been broad-minded, 
far-seeing men. The programme was expressed in 
the motto: “Preserve the forests, store the floods, 
stop inundations and irrigate the arid plains.” 

For the meeting at Albuquerque in two weeks a 
handsome illustrated souvenir has been printed. Its 
pages will open the eyes of those who pursue them 
as to what has been done in these fifteen years of 
educational effort, the wonderful works on hand 
by the government, and the marvelous possibilities 
of the future promoted by the annual meetings with 
the object of doing the great things mapped out in 
the motto adopted at the beginning. > 

By 1911 the work done by the United States 
Reclamation Service, the greatest achievement of the 
Irrigation will have reclaimed almost 
2,000,000 acres of arid land, at a cost of $70,000,000, 
or $35 per acre. If forty acres are assigned as a 
home for a family, this will be enough for 50,000, 
or at four persons to each, for 200,000 American 
people. The cost will be $1400 per family, or $350 
per capita. Where the land is of the best type the 
home may well be founded successfully on one- 
quarter of the land allotted above, and the average 
land so reclaimed will provide a good home on each 
twenty-acre patch. This would provide for 100,000 
families, and 400,000 persons, at a cost of $700 each 
family or $175 each person. In 1911 the work will 
be but just begun. In time we may expect to see 
many millions of good American citizens settled on 
these arid lands reclaimed under the government 
efforts, created by the National Irrigation Congress’ 
good educational work. 


reclamation work shall in time place 10,000,000 
persons on these lands, they will draw after them 
as many more to engage in the various lines of 
business these intensely cultivated farms will sus- 
tain. Crops must be carried to the markets—mean- 
ing railroads, trains and men to operate them. 
Supplies must be brought back for those on the 
lands—more trairs and men on the rails. Stores, 
retail and wholesale, must be maintained. Fac- 
tories will spring up, giving employment to many. 
Mineral wealth, such as beds of cement rock, coal, 
iron and other metals, will be opened. 

Thus those who look ahead, as did the men who 
met in the first irrigation congress, can easily 
see 20,000,000 added to our population and main- 
tained in comfort through the work of the Reclama- 
tion Service. If each person on the land means at 
least one more in business in the towns around the 
farms, then the Cost of this work per family is 
only $350 and per capita only $87.50. 

These projects are not national charity. They 
are national economy and thrift. The people are 
paying the expenses of the Reclamation Service, 
and the reclaimed lands are sold to actual settlers. 
Every dollar is to be paid back into the national 
treasury in time, and these payments beginning to 
come in at once will enable further reclamation 
work to he done. When all is accomplished the 
| money will still all be out and will then be avail- 
able to develop waterways, construct harbors, build 
battleships, and fortify towns. 

This sixteenth congress will be held farther 
afield than any of those which have preceded. Al- 
buquerque is in the heart of the arid country. New 
Mexico and Arizona are among the best places in 
America to see what irrigation does. Albuquerque 
is a promising city of 25,000 inhabitants. Here, at 
Las Vegas and al! through New Mexico, the fruits 
of irrigation and of intensive cultivation may be 
seen. The cotton fields, the apple orchards, the vast 
flocks of sheep and herds of cattle, will be a great 
educationa! lesson to the people from the East. 
There is sentiment, too, which wil! heighten the in- 


terest of the visitors. Near by is Santa Fe. with

ANIFEST DESTINY. 

There are 64,691 names of voters on the 
Great Register of the city of Los Angeles. Note the 
growth of the city thus indicated. Six vears ago 
the total registration was 29,252. The registration 
this year is not closed. But the number is consid- 
erably more than twice that of six years ago. In 
1904 the total registration was 42,576 and 51,345 
for 1906. Here, by steps, yes, by jumps, the vote 
increases nearly 13,000 in the two years first taken, 
nearly 9000 in the next two years, and the past two 
years by more than 13,000, nearly 36,000 in the six 
years. 

In the county of Los Angeles exclusive of the 
city the registration is now 33,940. In 1902 the 
voters in the same territory were 19,849, in 1904 
the number on the register was 25,725, and in 190¢6 
it was 29,613. Here we find a similar progression. 
Inthe first two years the increase was nearly 6000, 
in the next two nearly 4000, and in the last two 

re than 4000, a total increase for the six years 
of more than 14,000. Adding city to county the 
total increase in the registered vote in the six years 
is about 50,000. 

When the registration shal] have been completed 
and corrected it is thought the increase in the last 
two years will be close to 20,000 for the whole 
county, city included. 

Note that in the city the increase in the two 
years just closing is over the average, over the 
maximum of any two years in the six. In tha 
county outside of the city the increase for the two 
years just closing is a little more than for the two 
years just preceding. 


The year whose end is approaching has been one | 


of comparative depression in business. Many per- 
sons of foreign birth have left the country. Growth 
has been the exception, not the rule, all over the 
United States. 

But here in the city of Les Angeles and all 
through the county growth has been not only 
steady but rather above the record of the great 
boom years from 1900 to a year ago. 

This is what The Times predicted would be the 
case when the bank flurry broke unexpectedly on 
the country. The prophecy was based on exper- 
ience. In 1888 when the premature boom of the 
few preceding years collapsed, it did not stop the 
growth of the city or of the section. The dark 
days between 1892 and 1896 came on all the coun- 
try. There was not a year in all that time that 
there was not rapid growth in Los Angeles and 
Southern California. From 1882 down to 1908 
there has not been a year when the population of 
this city and o: the surrounding country was not 
growing. The growth now is as rapid as at any 
previous time. Note, we have broadened out in 
this review from the city to county outside and 
then to embrace all Southern California. The fig- 
ures for voting strength in the other counties are 
not yet available, but when they shall be there will 
not be a county in all the section known as South- 
ern California which will not show marked growth. 


This increase in population of the twenty-six . 


years past will not be checked in twenty-six years 
to come. In the next twenty-six years the growth 
will be much more rapid than in the past. There 
never will come a year in fifty when the increase 
will fall to the figures of the years between 1880 
and 1900. The eight years since the census was 
taken have seen much more growth than any years 
before. In looking to the future we must base our 
reasoning on the immediate past, not the remote. 
Discuss the matter with any of our people who 
have recently visited any part of the East. All 
bear the same testimony. All ‘over the United 
States are tens of thousands whose uppermost, 
abiding ‘purpose is to get to Southern California at 
some time. Some are coming at the moment, others 
preparing to come this winter, next spring or nex: 
fall; others do not see far endugh ahead to set a 
date. But the purpose is a fixed one. 
All this is manifest destiny, It is not all the 
climate, great a part as that plays.. The East is 
and opportunities are rare for betterment. 


The great field for development is the Far West. 
Our resources are but little expanded. We nave 
home market will grow. The last twenty-five years 
ment. There will be as much of that in the future 
as in the past, and in addition there will be a “reat 
manufacturing development. As The Times re- 
marked a day or two ago, the Panama Canal will 
be completed in a few years and that wiil change 
the currents of world commerce. We shall be in 
the “swim” when that takes place. 

Residents of 1880, who now look back »ver whut 
has taken place, wonder. Those here now who re- 
main until 1925 will have much more cause for sur- 
prise. Then Los Angeles will be one of the half- 
dozen great cities of the United States. San Pedro 
will be one of the great commercial harbors of the 
world. The business center of the city will stretch 
from the Plaza to Washington street, perhaps to 
Jefferson, and from the river to Figueroa. The 
hills from First street-to Pico, from Figueroa to 
Hoover, will be all covered with hotels and apart- 
ment houses. Business property will be $10,000 a 
front foot upward, and hotel sites $500 to $1000. 

This is the manifest destiny of Los Angeles city, 
of Los Angeles county, of Southern California.

GETS DESERTS. 


STEPMOTHER TO SPEND THIRTY 
DAYS IN COUNTY JAIL. 


Unmoved by Sentence—Husb 
"Won't Speak to Her—Frightened 
Little Girl Gives Testimony With 
Reluctance, but Others Tell of Her 
Crue! Treatment. 


Thirty days in the County Jai! was 
the sentence imposed, yesterday, by 
Justice Selph on Mrs. Augusta Schnei- 
der of Hobart Station, who pleaded 
guilty, Friday afternoon, to a charge 
of cruelly beating her step-daughter, 
Louisa Schneider, 10 years old. 

The court said that in view of all the 
circumstances, he thought that the 
imposition of a fine would work greater 
hardship on the child's father, Joe 
Schneider, than on his wife, and that 
@ jail sentence seemed proper instead. 
Mrs. Schneider received it without 
emotion. 

Loulsa kept away from her step- 
mother, who had said something to her 
in German that caused the little girl 
to weep. When she was called to the 
stand, she testified in such a low voice, 
and answered questions in such a timid 
fashion,-that the court was forced to 
excuse her. 

“Bhe beat me often,” Louisa said re- 
luctantly. “I don’t know how many 
times, but she whipped me with a 
strap. I didn’t do anything to her, but 
she doesn't like me, end she whips me. 
My father is good to me.” 

“When the child was brought to me 
last Monday.” said Mrs. Beam, “*! 
found that her thighs, back, arm, and 
the side of ber head were eliher cut 
with a strap, or sore or black ahd blue 
and swollen from the beatings she hac. 
received.” 

“My wife didn't give the little girl, 
enough to eat,” said Joe Schneider. “IT 
had to look after her food myself, to 
see that she got enough. She has been 
Whipped too often and I took her away 
from home for that reason.” . 

“I came to this country three years 
ago,’ said Mrs. Schneider in her own 
defense. “I have whipped Louisa not 
as often as they say, and always with 
her father’s strap. When I was @ 
child in Germany, I was whipped as 
much as If have whipped her, and | 
think that she got no more whipping 
than was good for her. She is some- 
times a very bad child and does not 
mind me. 

“No, I don’t want her at home, for 
I am a sick woman, and I have to work 
hard, and I have a son of my own, and 
I don’t have time to bring her up. I 
am giad not to thave ner there. She 
killed my chickens, and she makes me 
much trouble. It ie the way 
many to whip children when they do 
not behave.

In the statements rendered by the 
school department, $70,000 has disap- 
peared, UNACCOUNTED FOR. ; 

This will be equally as difficult for 
the board to explain away as the mis- 
appropriation of the $52,000 of building 
fund money. ‘ 

Here are the facts: 

For 1906-7 the expense for teachers in 
the city schools was $849,932.50. 

For the ‘year 1907-8 a report of As- 
sistant Superintendent Monlux shows 
that the number of teachers employed 
was 1085; the year befo® the number 
was 1060. This means an increase of 
6.37 per cent., or $54,140.70 in salaries, 
making a total of $904,073... 

During the year the teachers were 
given an increase in pay equal to 2 
per cent. This would bring the cost of 
the 1085 teachers named in the report 
of the assistant superintendent as act- 
ually employed in the schools, to $1,084,- 


But the pay roll of the school de- 
partment shows that $1.155,603.08 was 
paid last year for teachers. Here is a 
discrepancy of $70,715.24. 

By its own records the school depart- 
ment stands convicted of sending in a 
false report. 

GAT™S GOT 

A further example of the question- 
able tactics by the head of the school 
department is evidenced In a demand 
for $50 which passed through the Av- 
ditor’s office on Wednesday in favor of 
President George A. Gates of Pomona 
College. 

On May 26 Dr. Gates was appointed 
by the Municipal League as one of a 
committee to #nvestigate the financial 
methods of the school department.. This 
Was soon after the charges of foolish 
finance’ were first preferred. 

Ten days after this appointment jr. 
Moore secured from the school board 
permission to hire a speaker for the 
High School commencement for a suin 
not to exceed $50. 

He at once secured the services of

“WOODS WHICH IRRITATE. 


Skin of the Work 
Affect the Eyes. 

[Exchange:] In the course of the 
past year inquiry was made by the 
English factories and work shops de- 
partment into the effect of irritant 
woods and the extent to which they 
are used in England. For examphk, in 
the case of satinwood, there was in- 
quiry into (1) the extent and class of 
work itn which it is used: (2) the evi- 
dence there is as to its irritant action 
on the skin; (3) the precautions taken 
in its use. 

East Indian satinwood possesses 
much more irritant properties than the 
West Indian variety. Satin walnut ap- 
pears to be no more harmful then deal. 
The East Indian wood is only used tn 
two shipyards. It causes an eruption 
on the skin of the worker exposed to 
the dust or shavings produced during 
manufacture, but some persons are 
much more susceptiblé to its effects 
than others.

who refers to reports of “swollen 
arms and eyes,” by Mr. Shannin (Liv-

Innovations Introduced in 
Local Association. 


That the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation of Los Angeles fully recog- 
nized the need of effective work for 
boys in the city, is shown by the mag- 
nificent equipment provided for that 
department in the new building, with 
&@ separate entrance. Up to the time of 
the opening of this splendid plant, prac- 
tically no work was possible in this 
department. As a result the field is 
a broad and limitiess one. 

The purpose of the boys’ department 


_ 4s ideniteal with that of the entire’ as- 


sociation, its policy involving the. de- 
velopment of the boys’ physical, men- 
tal and moral nature. Every section 


‘of general association activity is pro- 


vided for in the great space given over 
to the boys on the third floor, under 
the general direction of H. B. Cross. 
The equipment consists of a reading- 
room, parior, and game and social 
room, educational classrooms, Bible 
classroooms and special gymnasium; in 
addition to this twenty-one individual 
shower baths and the splendid swim- 

ng pool, 70x25 feet. 

pportunity is, therefore, offered to 
the boys of the city along many helpful 
lines. Educationally the purpose will 
be to meet particularly the needs of the 
boys employed during the day. Night 
ciasses in all of the elementary lines, 
as well as the advan¢ed work in me- 
chanical, and industrial branches, will 
be formed. 

Numberiless instances of rapid promo- 
tion and progress in the business world 
can be cited by the associations of the 
world. Especially in Los Angeles is 
the field for effective work, in meeting 
the conditions resuitant of the crowded 
city schools, a wide one. Aside from 
the specific work carried on in the edu- 
cational department proper, the read- 
ing-room and library is supplied with 
current magazines of a recreative and 
educational nature, and practical talks 
are arranged for during the year. 

One of the very useful features is the 
trips which are mace to factories, 
where the various processes are studied 
by the boys. 

Recognizing that boys of similar in- 
terests and tastes obtain best exchange 
of thought and ideas by getting to- 
gether in groups, the club spirit is 
made prevaient in the various lines of 
association activities., The game room 
is provided with carefully-chosen 
games, which afford training in skill 
and accuracy, as well as pleasure. The

To the end that they 
may profit by t exercise, physical 
measurements are taken when they en- 
ter the department and improvement 
in developmen: is carefully noted. 
schedule of classes in physical training 
recently issued by the association show 
some rem -and interesting fea- 
tures. 

PLAY LIFE FOR BOYS. 

As in all other movements promoted 
fn Los Angeles, the outlined policy of 
the Young Men's Christian Associa- 


’ @ion, in its work for boys, shows a dis- 


tinct originality. There are two special 
features which stand out particularly. 
Believing that there is great oppor- 
tunity to direct the play-life of boys 
from 8 to 12 years of age, the associa- 
tion has provided a class which em- 
braces boys of this age. Careful di- 
rection is given for the purpose of 
teaching the boy to so play ‘that his 
muscles receive strenghitening in a 
scientific way, and the wisdom of this 
course has been shown by the registra- 
tion of large numbers in this division. 
Classes are also offered for boys 12 to 
14, 14 to 16, and 16 to 18. 

The other feature which differs from 
that offered by any other association 
is found in the triangle department, 
which will provide for young men be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 21. Organized 
some few years ago under the direction 
of Oscar B. Smith,.a young business 
man of this city and a member of the 
board of directors, this work has grown 
in a remarkable way. 
organization known as the Triangle 
Cadet Corps, the Debating Club and 
the religious activities of this depart- 
ment, hundreds of young men have 
been greatly helped and strengthened. 
To such an extent is this true that 
practically the entire fifth floor of the 
new building has been given over to 
their work. The distinct difference in 
boys’ work, as carried on in other as- 
sociations, is found here in that boys 
from 16 upwards are given a specifi- 
cally different line activity from 
those of the younger ages. 

Provided as it has been with such 
an ideal plant through the liberality of 
the public-spirited citizens of Los An- 
geles, certainly no organization can 
expect to cope with the association in 
its work of uplifting and developing 
the boy of today, who is the man of to- 
morrow. 

In addifion to the work already men- 
tioned, extension work of almost limit- 
less proportions will be carried on for 
boys of all classes amd conditions, res 
gardiess of whether they are memberg 
ef the assoctation or not. Some of the 
work is that to be done with the De- 
tention Home for Boys, newsboys and 
those who are located [tn the various

It has een stated that no insecticide 
of value is known. We wish simply to 
suggest a possible insecticide which we 
have found entirely efficient in destroy- 
ing the common red ant, out on the 
grounds of the Southern California 
citrus substation at Whittier. 

“A solution of cyanide of potassium. 
an ounce to a gallon of water, sprayed 
on the ground, destroyed all anits mov- 
ing over the sprayed territory. This 
solution, together with the fumes aris- 
ing from it, would also overcome sucn 
ants as emerged fromm their burrows for 
several minutes after the ground was 
sprayed. A pit large enough to hold 
quart of this solution, made in the ex!* 
burrows, almost invariably destroys all 
subterranean members of the colonies 
Im using this compound, great care 
should be exercised, as it is very 
poisonqus.”

RAWHIDE, Sept. 15.—One week ago 
yesterday the rebuilding of Rawhide 
started, and today one would hardly 
know that there had been a fire in the 
camp. That ts the way of Rawhide, 
and the progress of the town is the best 
evidence of the wealth of the mines. 

The Grutt Hill Mint, which is one of 
the sensational leases of the district, 
has opened up a bunch of tellurium 
in its north drift at the 200 level. Tellu- 
rium is what the experts call the find, 
but whatever it is, it is producing the 
gold, and there has never been a time 
since the rich streak was struck at 
the 110 mark that they have been out 
of ore im this rich bit of territory.

IOCHE HAS 
SURE FUTURE. 


OUTLOOK EXCELS ANYTHING IN 
THIRTY YEARS. 


Nevada-Utah Concentrating Ef- 
forts on Old Jack Rabbit—Ohio 
Kentucky Bothered With Water in 
Susan Duster—Mendha Shipping 
Steadily—Demijohn Full of Hope. 


(SPRCLAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PIOCHK (Nev.) Sept. 15.—Never be- 
fore in more than thirty years has the 
future of ehis camp been so positively 
assured as it is today. The most strik- 
ing feature of the situation is the fact 
that new discoveries of comparatively 
reeent date give promise of larger ton- 
nage production than all put together 
of the mines which were famous in the 
early seventies. Even Jack Rabbit was 
net discovered until the glory had de- 
parted from Meadow Valley and Ray- 
mond and Ely. While we count with 
so much certainty on the newer mines, 
no one familiar with the disclosures 
in the early day properties has gny 
doubt that when those old properties 
are again fully opened they will pro- 
duce an enormous tonnage, which in 
all probability will exceed that put out 
during their first estate. 

The Nevada-Utah is doing nothing 
at present on the famous old hill, but 
is concentrating attention on the Jack 
Rabbit group, generally referred to in 


the press as the Day mine. The tun- 
ne| adit, constituting the third levej 
of the Jack Rabbit proper, and the 


shaft at the mouth of this level sunk 
to a point below the tweifth level, have 
been abandoned, It was from these 
workings that the ore came out which 
furnished the ore shipments last win- 
ter. The hoist has been dismantied. 
Mr. James P. Gaskill, chief engineer, 
and L. Webster Wickes, superintend- 
ent of the Nevada-Utah, concluded 
after a few weeks’ trial that mining 
through these openings was too expen- 
sive and that it was not feasible to in- 
crease adequately the out ut. So they 
planned an entirely new system of op- 
eration. On the Onondago mine, about 
a quarter of a mile northerly from the 
old Jack Rabbit shaft, was on old shaft 
about 600 feet deep, irregular in shape 
and coarse and very crudely made. It 
was decided to make this the main 
working shaft of the mine. A battery 
of four boilers, aggregating three hun- 


dred horse-power, and a large hoist 
and alr-compressing plant were § in- 
stalled and the old shaft remodeled 


land timbered. When this wirk was 
finished about two weeks ago, sinking 
jat once began, and about seventy feet 
of progress has already been made. 
This shaft is to be sunk to & depth, 
lincluding sump, of 185 feet below its 
\former bottom. This will carry it 
‘down to the ninth level of the Jack 
Rabbit, which was run northerly, sev- 
eral hundred feet some years ago. The 
distance from the face of the old ninth 
level to the new bottom of the oe 
was 7% feet. While the work of 

stalling the plant and sinking the shaft 
has been in progress one shift a day 
with air drills has been slowly extend- 
ing the old ninth level. Owing to lack 
of facilities for hotsting dirt and for 
ventilation more rapid progress would 
have been effected at serious loss of 
economy. From the new shaft when 
completed another heading will be run, 
properly equipped for rapid progress.

RECENT DISCOVERY OF GOLD 
LEADS TO STAMPEDE. 


Lecation Fifteen Miles South of 
Mone Lake—Many Adventurers 
Geing in from Rawhide-—Too Early 
Yet to Estimate the True Value of 
the Find.

MONO LAKE, sept. §-—The sencs 
of the early mining days in California 
are being re@nacted in Mono county, 
which ts now in the midst of a gold 
excitement that prornises to rival any- 
thing of the kind that has taken place 
in California in recent years. Two hun- 
Gred men have rushed in to the scene 
of the new diecovery, this initial stam- 
pede being but a small forerunner of 
what is expected.

Upon 
their return to Rawhide a number of 
samples were taken along.

SOME LARGE FAMILIES. 


A Scotchman Father of Sixty-two 
Children—A Welchman With 
Eight Hundred Descendants. 

In these days of declining families 
it is quite reassuring to read in the 
same column of a newspaper of one 
lady who, in fourteen years, has con- 


tributed twenty to the population; and 


| 


of another who boasts of as many de- 
scendants as there are days in a leap- 
year. 

But one need not search long among 
family records without discovering 
many that are still more remarkable. 


It is only a few months since we read 


of a woman at Antwerp who actually 
gave birth to six sons last year—three 
making their entrance together into 
the world in January, and three oth- 
ers following in December. Perhaps 
more interesting still was the achieve- 
ment of a baker’s wife in Paris, who 
added twenty-one members to her fam- 
ily at seven births and in as many 
years. 

There have, however, been many 
parents who would have considered 
twenty-one quite a small family. 
There was, for instance, that Scottish 
weaver, of whom the Harlelan MSS. 
tell us, who had no fewer than sixty- 
two children by one wife, all of whom 
were born alive, and of whom forty- 
six sons and four daughters (baflf a 
hundred in all) lived to be 21 amd up- 


ward. Thomas Greenhill, the Duke of 
Norfolk's surgeon, was the thirty- 
ninth child of one father and mother; 
there was a French lawyer, according 
to Boyle, who had forty-five dlive 
branches; and Mrs, Agnes Melbourne, 
who died in 1743 at the age of 106, left 
aw children to wear mourning for 
r. 


In very recent years, too, Mrs. Mary 
Jonas of Chester, was the mother of 
thirty-three children; an old man who 
applied at the Oulton Guardians/ for 


out-relief had thirty children to calf combe, before he died at the agé of 91, 


him father: and one, Anthony Clark, 
quite shocked His Honor, Judge Edge, 
at the Clerkenwell County Court, by 
pleading guilty to thirty-two sons and 
daughters. 

Fiven the record of the lady who 
boasts 366 descendants has been 
esclipsed more than once. When Mrs. 
Honeywood, of Charing. in Kent, died

children, 228 great grendchildren, and 
nine great-great-grandchildren—mak- 
ing the creditable total of 367 persons 
who owed their existence to her. But 
a much more wonderful old lady was 
Lady Temple, of Stow, who actually 
lived to pat her seven huhdredth de- 
scendant on the head. 

Even this does not constitute a rec- 
ord, for in the “annual Register” of 
1776, we read: “Not many years ago 
there died, in the neighborhood of 
Festiniog, in Merionetshire, Wales, an 
honest Welsh farmer who was 105 
years of age. By his first. wife he had 
thirty children; by his second, ten; by 
hig third, four. His youngest son was 
eigity-one years younger than his 
eldest: and 806 persons, descended from 
his body, attended his funeral.” 

If we come down to recent times we 
also find records which are calculated 
to make one marvel. Only e few years 


| ago. for example, there was buried in 
Hutton Bushel churchyard, near Scar- 


borough, Mrs. Ursula Lightfoot, a 
‘farmer's widow, who left no fewer 
than 163 descendants to mourn her 
loss. These included six daughters 
and three soms, seventy-nine grand- 
children, seventy-three great-grand- 
children, and two great-great-grand- 
children. 

The late Dowager-Duchess of Aber- 
corn, it may be remembered, lived to 
nurse more than 200 of her descendants, 
and Willlam Meaking of High Wy- 


could count his descendants up to 
nearly the same number 

Beyond question the most prolific 
| family on record ts that of a man 
called Webb, who settled a century or 
so ago in Kentucky. His eldest son 
was father of nineteen children, and, 
before he was 80, saw three later gen- 
erations totaling 425 members, of whom 
two Were great-great-grandchildren. 
Webb's second son also has more than 
400 descendants; while his daughter 
Polly, beginning with ten children, 
lived to see her 230th descendant, and 
to raise the family of Webb senior 
above the 1000 sack: 

Another daughter, Sally by name, 
ranks fourth in order of contribution to 
the census “with 208 descendants: then 
follows the eldest child, Letty, with a 
total of 201; while Webb's youngest 
son, according to the latest family 
enumeration, had eleven children, sev- 
enty-six grandchildren, and eighty of 
the two succeeding generations. Thus 
the accident of one man's emigration 
to America has already added more 
than 1600 to Cousin Jonathan's family.

An incident at St. Louis When the 
Ignerant People Raided the 
Medical Schools. 

{St. Louls Globe Democrat:] At this 
day is seems hardly credible that St. 
Louis should once have had what the 
people then called a “medical riot,” 
that is, a riot directed against doctors 
and medical colleges. it was in 1844.

They ran away in terror, told 
they had seen, and soon the wildest 
rumors were in circulation concern- 
ing the vault and its contents. A huge 
crowd gathered, and, believing that the 
doctors enticed people into the building, 
then murdered them in order to get 
bodies for dissection, the mob attacked 
the bullding and destroyed everything 


in it. 
Then they raised the cry against 
the Missourt Medical College, in an- 


other part of the city, and all started 
in its direction. The doctors, how- 
ever, taking warning by what had been 
done at the Washington-avenue school, 
made hurried preparations to receive 
their unwelcome visitors. There was 
a vault in the building where bodie# 
were kept in brine, and from the vault 
a chimney like passage led up to the 
dissecting room for convenience ™@ 
drawing up the bodies.

USIC AND 
MUSICIANS. 


There is much that is perplexing and 
disappointing in the early fall outlook 
for in Los Angeles. 

With a great debt of experience back 
of it, it was to be hoped that the ar- 
tistic element of the community would 
at least refrain from tumbling into 
the old pitfalls, even though new and 
deeper ones might possibly be encoun- 
tered. Yet here we are, on the verge 
af doing the same inane thing that has 
been done for years: splitting the local 
forces in such @ way that the result 
inevitably means defeat, or only par- 
tial success at most. And partial suc- 
cess is a very trite, unsatisfactory 
thing. 

We have three men who are going 
to uplift the souls of ail hearers by 
choral societies of their own, a sym- 
phony orchestra which works in tsola- 
tion from anything else, a variety of 
energetic and resourceful musical clubs 
proceeding in still other directions, a 
German choral] society that ts in a soli- 
tude as vast as though it were planted 
in the Sahara, and kindred smaller 
creeds, cults and cants. 

The trouble is a lack of harmony— 
just as before. These leaders would 
have us all saved, but each would save 
us in his particular denomination. 

It seems a pity that in a city of 
300,000 there cannot be some combined 
effort toward the greater music—an 
effort which shall not only be free 
from the taint of monetary endeavor, 
but which shall also be exempt from 
the more insidious and more dangerous 
germ of self-glorification. 

Here we have them—Mr. Hamilton of 
the Symphony Orchestra; Mr. Campa- 
nari, with his new organization; 
Messrs. Kingsley and Buzzi on the way 
with theirs, and Mr. Poulin comfort- 
ably bringing up the rear in his unde- 
monstrative, but mightily resultful 
manner. 

I know of no recent visitor to Los 
Angeles who has been ywpeceived with 
more suspicion and aversion than Mr. 
As a leader we know his 
reputation, which has preceded him, 
As to the results of his work here, 
I, for one, have no prophecies to make, 
but I believe in giving him every 
chance, every encouragement, and then, 
without fear or favor, calmly await- 
ing the result. And from the begin- 
—— made in the past week, I think 
he ‘will have that chance to demon- 
strate his talents. If he fails in his at- 
tempt to bring forth real art from a 
carefully organized chorus and or- 
chestra, then it is to be hoped that he 
will be contented to occupy the back 
seat which some persons seem to have 
prepared for him in advance. 

In speaking of this disembodied hos- 
tility to Mr. Campanari I can name 
no specific incident, even if I wished: 
rather, among the professional element 
there has been a slightly imperceptible 
lifting of the eyebrows, a changing of 
the conversation, a deprecating smile 
and a shoulder-shrug, when his name 
broke through the tread of casual talk. 
For one, I was immensely pleased 
with Campanarl, a single concert here 
last spring, and I believe now that he 
is the best man In sight to bring order 
out of chaos. I hope that he will be 
given every opportunity to produce 
something in the mixed chorus line here 
which will be worth while—something 
that we do not hide in the suburbs and 
foothills when visiting directors like 
Damrosch pass through. 

Mr. Kingsley is working hard and 
honestly upon a scheme which seems 
to me, just at the moment, impractical 
In brief, Mr. Kingsley wants to form 
an opera chorus, drill am orchestra, get 
scenery and hire a hall, and then give 
grand opera, possibly with the assist- 
ance of the Metropolitan Operahouse, 
whose “opera club” cheme has a 
shrewdness in it which smacks of more 
than mere art. Grand opera giving is 
a heart-breaking undertaking in this 
country, and the Metropolitan, which 
volunteers to “loan” a few principals, 
is not going to send out real stars on 
ite proposed issue of musical mort- 
gages. We would get no Plancons, no 
Carusos or Boncis, no Sembrichs or 
Schumann-Heinks. 

Therefore, as far as Mr. Kingley’s 
scheme to instruct young people in 
good music is concerned, I wish him 
every success, for he is a sincere and 
painstaking musician and deserves suc- 
cess. But the opera is a dream of to- 
morrow. 

Can we not have closer union of our 
various melodic brigades? Why can- 
not our chorus, if we are to have one, 
courteously assist the symphony or- 
chestra on occasion, and why cannot 
the symphony be loaned to chorus? 
And why can we not have ajsolidifica- 
tion of choral enterprise, d not a 
straggling. disorganized sk h-fire 
all along the line? 

And above all, why can we not have 
confidence—true, honest confidence? 
Whoever ts to blame should out with 
hie doubts, or forever hold his peace. 
Has Mr. Campanari been a snob, dis- 
daining local endeavor—or has local er- 
deavor viewed with causeless alarm the 
invasion of the well-known Mr. Cam- 

nari? There must be union and fel- 

wehip before anything can be at- 
tained.

HUNDREDS OF NEW HOMES BE- 
ING BUILT. 


Building Valuation This Month Is 
Nearly Six Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lare—Permits Exceed Those of Last 
Year—Aggregate for Year More 
Than Seven Millions. ’ 


The department of buildings has is- 
sued 431 permits in the fourteen pbusi- 
ness days, September 1 to 18, inclusive. 
These permits have a Valuation of 
$580,079. The record for the same period

The activity in the building line at 
present is in the construction of small 
houses.
